THE   NEW  CLUB  HOUSE. 


'  I  " HERE  has  been  a  gratifying  addition  during 
the  last  month  to  the  contribution  fund  for 
the  new  club  house.  The  amount  contributed  to 
September  22  was  $51,200,  of  which  $26,010  has 
already  been  paid.  Though  the  first  part  of  Sep- 
tember does  not  mark  the  beginning  of  the  most 
active  period  of  club  life  and  many  members  are 
still  out  of  town,  the  subscriptions  were  such  as  to 
warrant  the  expectation  that  the  completion  of 
the  fund  of  $100,000  is  not  far  distant. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  a  large 
part  of  the  amount  contributed  was  subscribed 
when  the  scheme  for  the  new  house  first  took 
definite  shape  and  that  the  middle  thousands  are 
far  more  difficult  to  collect  than  the  first  or  last. 
Subscription  lists  usually  start  with  a  great  boom, 
drag  a  little,  and  then,  gathering  strength,  come 
with  a  rush  at  the  finish.  Once  the  $75,000  mark 
is  reached  the  rest  should  be  easy. 

It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  thelpresent  is  the 
critical  period  in  the  growth  of  the  fund.  Sub- 
scriptions handed  in  now  will  help  the  fund 
through  the  rough  water  to  the  plain  sailing  at  the 
finish. 

Of  course,  no  new  step  can  be  taken  until  the 
$100,000  is  secured.  If,  however,  the  members  of 
the  New  York  Athletic  Club  show  themselves  as 
loyal  and  generous  as  they  have  in  the  past,  the 
architects  may  soon  be  invited  to  submit  their 
plans  and  ground  for  the  new  building  may  be 
broken  early  in  the  spring. 

Every  member  of  the  New  York  Athletic  Club 
has  a  chance  to  swell  the  fund  in  addition  to  send- 


ing in  his  own  contribution.  There  is  a  standing 
invitation  to  each  to  appoint  himself  a  committee 
of  one  to  solicit  subscriptions.

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"T^HE  wisdom  of  the  change  in  the  constitution 
*  whereby  the  membership  of  the  Club  was 
increased  from  2,100  to  2,500  is  already  apparent. 
Propositions  for  new  membership  are  flowing 
steadily  in  and  at  the  present  rate  there  is  a  likeli- 
hood that  the  new  limit  will  be  reached  before 
the  new  year  opens. 

Reducing  the  minimum  distance  of  residence 
from  the  Club  to  thirty  miles  for  non-resident 
members  has  also  operated  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  propositions  for  this  class  of  membership. 
Residents  of  many  New  Jersey,  Long  Island,  Con- 
necticut and  Hudson  River  towns  are  now  eligible 
who  could  not  before  have  joined  the  Club  with- 
out becoming  resident  members. 

We  have  received  questions  asking  if  candidates 
for  membership  proposed  before  the  recent  in- 
crease in  initiation  fees  and  dues  was  decided 
upon,  but  elected  after,  are  subject  to  the  new 
rates  provided  by  the  constitution  on  election.

'THE  possibilities  of  the  bicycle  for  military  pur- 
poses  were  again  demonstrated  when  a  cycling 
corps  of  fourteen  members  of  the  St.  Louis  Cycling 
Club  set  out,  September  17,  on  a  scouting  expedi- 
tion from  Jefferson  Barracks.  The  manoeuvres 
covered  a  section  of  country  for  thirty  miles  from 
the  barracks.  Several  tunnels  were  inspected  and 
reports  thereon  were  made  by  detachments  to 
Colonel  J.  N.  Young,  the  commandant  of  Jefferson 
Barracks.  Though  the  going  was  in  some  places 
very  rough  the  corps  did  its  work  and  covered  a 
distance  of  eighty-nine  miles  in  9^  hours.  Col- 
onel Young,  under  whose  instructions  the  expedi- 
tion was  made,  pronounced  the  test  a  complete 
success  and  will  so  report  to  Secretary  of  War 
Elkins.  To  cover  the  same  ground  and  secure  the 
same  information  would,  in  the  opinion  of  experts, 
have  required  cavalry  two  days. 

The  Zimmermans,  Murphys,  Taylors,  Windles, 
Tylers,  Johnsons  and  Berlos  may  yet  become 
major-generals. 


^Y\E  of  the  Manhattan  Athletic  Club's  strong- 
holds  has  been  taken.  Nicoll,  Lange,  Shear- 
man and  the  Englishman,  Curtis,  had  for  years 
captured  points  as  they  pleased  for  the  cherry 
diamond  in  the  championship  walking  events. 
Now,   however,   with   the   development  of  new 


talent  and  the  rejuvenation  of  old,  the  Manhattan 
Athletic  Club  has  been  forced  to  take  a  back  seat. 
W.  M.  Meek,  of  the  Columbia  Athletic  Club,  an 
old  timer,  won  both  the  one  and  three  mile  walks 
at  the  Metropolitan  championships.  Of  the 
eighteen  points  for  the  two  events,  the  Manhattan 
men  scored  but  one. 


A  RTHUR  A.  ZIMMERMAN'S  marvelous  ride 
on  a  safety  bicycle  at  Hampden  Park, 
Springfield,  September  9,  when  he  reduced  the 
one-mile  record  to  2  min.  6  4-5  sec,  one-fifth  of  a 
second  faster  than  Nancy  Hank's  trotting  record 
on  the  same  style  of  track,  and  J.  S.  Johnson's 
more  marvelous  performance  of  1  min.  56  3-5  sec. 
on  the  kite  track  at  Independence,  have  set  horse- 
men as  well  as  athletes  to  talking.  A  race  between 
the  biped  and  quadruped  thoroughbreds  has  even 
been  suggested. 

The  fact  of  peculiar  importance  to  horsemen  is 
that  the  records  were  made  with  pneumatic 
wheels.  This  has  already  caused  a  revolution  in 
the  construction  of  trotting  sulkies. 

To  the  athlete  the  important  fact  is  that  the 
trotter  has  at  last  been  forced  into  second  place. 
The  possibility  of  the  bicycle  traveling  faster  than 
the  sulky  had  long  been  discussed  and  looked  for, 
but  no  one  supposed  its  accomplishment  so  near. 

For  distances  shorter  than  a  mile  the  superiority 
of  the  bicycle  is  even  more  manifest.  Sunol's 
quarter-mile  record,  the  fastest  trotting,  is  29^ 
sec.  Zimmerman's,  for  the  same  distance,  is  two 
and  a  half  seconds  better.

food  and  clothes,  education  and  religion.  The 
major  part  of  our  sports  totally  unfit  those  who 
take  part  in  them  for  the  active  work  of  life.  Our 
•sporting  craze  is  the  indirect  cause  of  nine-tenths 
of  our  financial  crimes.  This  sporting  tendency 
is,  indeed,  our  national  sin.  The  chief  cause  of 
the  downfall  of  Rome  was  the  sporting  habits  of 
the  people  " 

It  is  a  pity  that  a  man  of  brains,  whom  we  must 
presume  is  sincere,  should  deliver  himself  from  the 
pulpit  of  such  rubbish  as  the  foregoing. 

If  Dr.  Peters  keeps  on  in  this  strain  he  will  take 
the  bread  from  the  mouths  of  a  great  many  de- 
serving temperance  lecturers.  If  the  lecturer  has 
to  restrict  the  financial  crimes  due  to  intemperance 
to  the  one-tenth  allowed  by  Dr.  Peters,  his  calling 
will  indeed  soon  be  gone. 

Dr.  Peters'  sermon  was  preached  during  the  pe- 
riod of  abnormal  athletic  excitement  following  the 
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Sullivan-Corbett  battle.  Some  of  his  statements, 
however,  are  simply  inexcusable. 


r  I  "HE  amateur  coach,  it  would  seem,  is  fast  sup- 
planting  the  professional  trainer  in  football. 
N'early  all  the  smaller  colleges  have  secured  the  serv- 
ices of  some  well  known  player  to  look  after  their 
football  interests  this  fall.  "  Josh  "  Hartwell,  cap- 
tain of  the  Yale  'Varsity  crew,  will  coach  the  Lehigh 
team,  and  "Billy"  Bull,  Vale's  great  full-back  of 
18S8,  will  coach  Wesleyan.  "Jimmie"  I.ee,  Har- 
vard's sprinting  half-back,  will  teach  the  Fordham 
College  eleven  how  to  play  scientific  football,  and

The 
big  athletic  clubs  are  also  following  out  the  same 
idea.  Cash,  of  Princeton's  champion  team  of  1889, 
is  to  coach  the  Manhattan  Athletic  Club,  and 
VVoodruff,  of  Vale,  the  eleven  of  the  Athletic  Club 
of  the  Schuylkill  Navy.  "  Harry  "  Williams,  Vale's 
record-breaking  hurdler,  will  again,  as  last  year, 
have  charge  of  the  West  Point  cadets  on  the  foot- 
ball field. 

It  would  seem  that  one  of  the  most  pressing 
need?  of  Vale,  Harvard  and  Princeton,  the  great 
centres  of  football  learning  in  this  country,  is  the 
endowment,  under  the  supervision  of  the  faculties, 
of  regular  chairs  of  instruction  in  the  science  of 
the  game. 

"\  \  THILF  the  impression  given  by  a  daily  paper 
*  *  that  the  question  of  the  erection  of  a  new 
club  house  by  the  New  Vork  Athletic  Club  de- 
pended on  the  result  of  the  Corbett-Sullivan 
battle  is  not  correct,  the  result  of  the  fight  was 
on  the  whole  pleasing  to  members.  Corbett,  by 
his  gentlemanly  deportment  when  in  the  club 
house,  made  many  friends.  His  was,  besides,  the 
always  popular  battle  of  skill  against  strength,  of 
the  new  against  the  old.

THE  CANADIAN  CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

rT^HE  greatest  athletic  meeting  ever  held  in 
Canada  and  one  of  the  best  ever  given  in 
America  was  the  Canadian  Amateur  Athletic  at 
Montreal,  September  24.  The  sensational  per- 
formances of  the  day  were  Harry  Jewett's  world 
record-breaking  performance  in  the  220  yard  dash, 
young  Orton's  grand  race  in  the  mile,  Harry  Mor- 
rell's  splendid  performance  over  the  high  hurdles, 
and  J.  S.  Mitchel's  triple  win  in  the  weights. 
George  R.  Gray  did  not  compete,  but  the  family 
was  represented  in  the  shot-putting  competition  by 
Joe  Gray,  who  took  second  place. 

The  New  York  Athletic  Club's  team  consisted  of 
but  twelve  men — Carter,  Morrell,  Schwegler, 
Downs,  Billings,  Lyons,  Letson,  Mitchel,  J.  Gray, 
Allen,  Winslow  and  Macintosh.  Nevertheless  the 
other  competing  clubs  were  completely  swamped, 
the  Mercury  foot  athletes  scoring  43  points,  while 
the  Manhattan  Athletic  Club  and  the  New  Jersey 
Athletic  Club  took  second  and  third  places,  with 
19  and  18  points  respectively. 

T.  B.  Turner,  the  Manhattan  crack  of  whom 
-real  things  had  been  prophesied,  could  do  no 
better  than  finish  third  in  the  half-mile  run.  E. 
Hjertberg  surprised  many  by  beating  Willie  Day 
in  the  two  mile  race.  Orton,  who  won  the  mile 
race,  is  a  mere  lad,  who  competed  for  the  first  time 
last  year.  His  time  is  within  two-fifths  of  a  second 
of  the  American  record. 

Carr,  the  Canadian  10-second  man,  broke  down 
just  as  he  did  last  year  at  the  critical  moment. 
The  Canadians,  on  the  whole,  did  better  this  year 
than  ever  before,  and  the  large  attendance  grew 
very  enthusiastic  thereat.

rPHE  New  York  Athletic  Club's  Forty-ninth  Games  will  be  held  at  T ravers  Island,  Saturday, 

October  8,  beginning  at  three  o'clock  p.m.  Special  trains  will  be  provided  for  the  accommodation 
of  members  and  guests.  Admission  to  the  grounds  will,  as  usual,  be  by  invitation  only.  There  will  be 
no  postponement  on  account  of  weather. 

The  entries  for  the  games,  which  closed  September  28,  includes  the  names  of  American,  Canadian 
and  metropolitan  champions.

Gold,  silver  and  bronze  medals,  respectively,  will  be  awarded  to  first,  second  and  third  in  each 
event. 


A  FTER  defeating  the  strong  Manhattan  Ath-
